To  the  1956  graduating  class  members  who  will  be  citizens  of  the  All-America  City 
of  tomorrow,  keeping  Joliet's  government  and  civic  organizations  on  the  same  award- 
winning  level  as  today.  May  they  keep  working  for  improvements  which  will  help  to 
combat  juvenile  delinquency  and,  as  their  predecessors  did,  plan  in  advance  to  have 
enough  educational  facilities  to  accommodate  the  growing  number  of  young  people 
in  a  growing  All-America  City,  so  that  Joilet  will  be  not  just  a  one-year  award  winner, 
but  perennially  among  the  top  cities  of  the  country  for  providing  effective  youth  pro- 
grams, improving  government  and  expanding  educational  facilities. 

The  All-America  City  award  was  presented  to  Joilet  officials  on  Dec.  20,  1955  by 
Look  magazine  and  the  National  Municipal  League.  It  was  based  on  the  civic  advance- 
ments in  the  city  as  exemplified  by  the  Citizens  School  Survey  and  the  Better  Schools 
committee  who  together  started  an  extensive  building  program;  by  various  civic  youth 
organizations  for  their  work  which  gave  Joilet  the  lowest  proportionate  rate  of  de- 
linquency in  the  country;  and  by  the  Better  Joliet  committee  which  helped  to  bring 
council-manager  government  to  the  city.  The  award  was  given  to  Joliet  and  ten  other 
United  States  cities  after  much  consideration  by  an  All-America  jury.  Joliet  s  accom- 
plishments were  eloquently  presented  by  the  city's  spokesman,  Rabbi  M.  M.  Hershman 
in  Seattle,  Wash.,  on  July  25,  1955.
